M. Brown, and acted as deputy until 
August 12, 1867, when upon the de- | 
cease of Mr. Brown, he was appoint- | 
ed as clerk to fill the vacancy, by 
Judge Crawford.’ Mr. Roe was. elec- 
ted to fill the term. in November} 
following, and was successively re- | 
elected each four years  follow-;| 
ing, until the election of 1892, his 
fuli,service in that office was 25° 
‘years and over three months. As 
|an officer, Mr. Roe was very accom- 
'modating, and helpful to the public, 
especially in connection with the 
titles of the lands of our county, a 
fact which was appreciated and re-, 
sulted in his retention in office. | 
i Immediately after retiring from ' 
office Mr. Roe engaged in ab- 
| Stracting of titles, and has continued 
|the same ever since, occupying the 
same office in the court house dur-'
